By what infatuation is it, that the Managers could be so unfortu- 
uate as to attempt the revival of the dull, miserable, and obscene 
trash, that constitutes the revived Comedy of Love for Love, only 
acted twice, as the bills state, these nine years, and as all the sense in 
the world must wish not to be endured a third time for ninety years 
tocome? ‘The house was very thinly attended, and consequently 
very cold. The piece groaned through its weary way into the fifth act, 
ere anything like a plot could be perceived. With all the pruning that 
it has undergone, itis just too long by five whole acts, and with all 
the castigation, too gross for the ear of civilized society ; we more 
than once caught the significant expression of disgust from those 
parts of the house, whose expressions are ever most significant. Miss 
Kelly’s good acting, thrown away as it was upon such worthless ri- 
baldry was all that we had to regret, since it caused the endurance of 
the piece, which we are persuaded was in imminent danger of being 
hissed entirely off. 

The dialogue was wholly devoid of point or wit—Old Foresight, 
an astrologer, kept looking for the stars upon the ceiling of a drawing 
room, which he was constantly mistaken for an open field, and Miss 
Kelly, asa Hoyden, asks her lover to retire with her into a closet, 
where her old nurse peeps at the amorous couple through the key-hole, 
and bewails the mischief. “I will have a husband some way or other,” 
cries the salacious old dotard—* I don’t mean to sleep on my wedding 
night.”—* A wortan is good to keep asecret, because if she tells it 
nobody will believe her ;’’ and one of the inferior personages is very 
ingeniously called the son of @ cucumber! Such is a fair specimen o! 
the wit, as well as of the decency of this revived Comedy, which, for 
the interests of the theatre, more than for those of moral propriety, 
should have “ slept in the tomb of all the Capulets,” for we are per- 
suaded that if such pieces are to be revised, the stage must die, the 
piece of last night being a stronger protest against theatrical exhibi- 
tions than their worst enemies. could haye entered, Mr. Harley, as 
the rough seaman, exhibited all of the rough seaman that we should 
find in Wapping ; and Mr. Wallack, as Valentine, almost constantly 
on the stage, wearied us with his counterfeit madness, almost beyond 
sufferance. Mrs Davison retains her valgar cadence, and drawled oat 
the word “ uneasy,” to a prodigious length.
